6. In the existing Sub-regulation 5 of Regulation II, under the heading "Procedure for 
selection to BDS course shall be as follows:-” shall be deleted and substituted as 
under:- 

"i. There shall be a single eligibility-cum-entrance examination namely “National 
Eiigibility-cum-Entrance Test for admission to BDS course” in each academic 
year.” 

ii. In order to be eligible for admission to BDS Course for a particular academic 
year, it shall be necessary for a candidate to obtain minimum of marks at 50^^ 
percentile in ‘National Eligibi!ity-cum-Entrance Test to BDS course’ held for the 
said academic year. However, in respect of candidates belonging to Scheduled 
Castes, Sc heduled Tribes, Other Backward Classes, the minirnum marks shall 
be at 40^^ percentile. In respect of candidates with locomotory disability of. lower 
limbs terms of sub-regulation 4 above, after the commencement of these 
amendments, the minimum marks shall be at 45^*^ percentile. The percentile shall 
be determined on the basis of highest marks secured in the All-India common 
merit list in "National Eligibility-cum-Entrance Test for admission to BDS course”. 


Provided when sufficient number of candidates in the respective 
categories fail to secure minimum marks as prescribed in National Eligibility-cum- 
Entrance Test held for any academic year for admission to BDS Course, the 
Central Government in consultation with Dental Council of India may at its 
discretion lower the minimum marks required for.admission to BDS Course for 
candidates belonging to respective categories and marks so lowered by the’ 
Central Government shall be applicable for the said academic year only. 

iii. The reservation of seats in dental colleges for respective categories shall be aS 
per applicable laws prevailing in States/Union Territories. An all India merit list as 
well as State-wise merit list of the eligible candidates shall be prepared on the 
basis of the marks obtained in National Eligibility-cum-Entrance Test and 
candidates shall be admitted to BDS course from the said lists only. 

iv. No Candidate who has failed to obtain the minimum eligibility marks as 
prescribed in Clause (ii.) above shall be admitted to BDS course in the said 
academic year. 

v. All admissions to BDS course within the respective categories shall be based 
solely on marks obtained in the National Eligibility-cum-Entrance Test. 



To be eligible for admission to BDS course, a candidate must have passed in the 
subjeds of Physics, Chemistry, Biology/Biotechnology and English individually 
and must have obtained a minimum of 50% marks taken together in Physics, 
Gterrvistry and Biology/Biotechnology at the qualifying examination as mentioned 
in Sub-regutation 2 of Regulation I and in addition must have come in the merit 
ilfet 'of "National Eligibility-cum-Entrance Test" for admission to BDS course. In
